T>EOPLE of this federal riding may be excused for 
believing that no better man could have been se¬ 
cured to aqt as secretary of the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture, than G. G. Coote. From what can be learn-_ 
ed, Mr. Hannon, president, and Mr. Coote, secretary, 
took over the Canadian Federation of Agriculture, 
largely as a labor of love; or to put it another way, as 
the expression of an urgent desire to bring together the 
scattered forces of agriculture into one unified force. 
Certainly there was little monetary reward, and added 
to that was the gigantic task of rousing all Canadian 
farm groups to the need for unity. 

Mr. Coote had had long experience in fighting for the 
cause of agriculture in the House of Commons. His new 
task is to persuade farmers themselves that their only 
hope of recognition is through organization, an organi¬ 
zation in which the fruit and dairy farmers of B.C., the 
wheat and livestock producers of the prairies, the mixed 
farmers of the east and the maritimes, all lock hands 
in a forward movement. 

This district is fortunMe in being able to claim Mr. 
Coote ^s a resident. This gives opportunity of occas¬ 
ional direct contact with him. He has addressed several 
meetings recently and has presented the farm position 
impressively—not from any sectional angle, but from 
the all-Canadian standpoint. Only through such a vis¬ 
ion can the Canadian Federation of Agriculture serve 
all interests. The federation secretary has wide exper¬ 
ience and qualifications which fit him peculiarly for his 
work. As a member at Ottawa for fourteen years, his 
staunch advocacy of farm interests made his name well 
and favorably known in every part of rural Canada. He 
is director of the Bank of Canada, director of the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool. Born in Ontario, he has a-strong 
tie-up there, and a familiarity with eastern Canadian 
problems, and he has farm interests in Alberta. He 
knows “the' ropes’.’,at Ottawa, and the best line of ap¬ 
proach, and is.jqspected by all political parties. 

Country Life in B.C., a publication serving rural in¬ 
terests of B.C., with C. A. Hayden ns editor, sees great 
hope in the Canadian Federation of Agriculture. It 
says: “Surging across Canada, a mighty farm force is 
being organized. Pessimists said that the federation 
would fail, but a crisis is bringing people together. The 
threat to agriculture has allied the farmers in a union 
which perhaps only prosperity can threaten—and that 
is a long way off. Study groups are being established in 
every section of Ontario. It is notab|e that the daily 
press is being seized with the importance of the farm 
movement. So it is too in the Maritimes, Quebec, the 
prairies and B.C. There is genius, wisdom and undying 
fire in this movement so it will not feil. Here is definite, 
inspirational progress. 


All Adding Strength 


JT has been said by military authorities that 1941 is 
to be a decisive year, in which sacrifice must be 
made to give full strength to the fighting power of Bri¬ 
tain. Individuals at home %re being asked to take ser¬ 
iously, the necessity for equipping the forces, and 
keeping up their morale. Only so can the outcome be 
favorable to Britain and those with whom she is allied. 

An awareness of the nation’s used of money now, is 
shown by the type and manner of contributions being 
made. The municipality of Dinton recently voted $2000 
as an interest-free loan to the Dominion. Previously 
Riley and Royal municipalities voted $5000, also inter¬ 
est free, for the duration of the war. Everyone realizes 
that these contributions made at this time represent sac¬ 
rifice. Municipalities have many needs which in peace 
times would seem imperative. But the attitude is that 
these needs may be postponed for a time, when support 
of th nation's war chest is infinitely more vital. In 
fact unless the British Empire wins the war, we can dis¬ 
miss all hope of community planning, and free action of 
any nature. 

These contributions, not great in themselves, are 
nevertheless an appreciation of the blessings which are 
still ours, and an evidence of effort to retain these bles¬ 
sings. Given all over the country, they represent equip¬ 
ment and supplies in never-ending stream going for¬ 
ward to create the sinews of war. 

Similarly as an “arm” of tjie fighting forces are the 
war services of organizations dedicated to making the 
recreation hours of the soldiers'more endurable. Any¬ 
thing which frees their minds from the stress of com¬ 
bat, which helps them to relax, which cheers and in¬ 
spires them, is as important in its way as providing 
'munitions. 

It is this service which the current war services cam¬ 
paign is seeking to maintain. The soldiers must be sus¬ 
tained by the thought that those at home are thinking 
of them. All the organizations lister! under tho Cana¬ 
dian war services are serving in some special way to 
bring to the soldier something to encourage him and 
help hint. 

Everyone is being given opportunity to take part in 
maintaining this bond between home and the fighting 
forces of Canada. Our support of the national call for 
funds for war materials will determine largely the dur¬ 
ation of the war.. Our support of the Canadian war 
services funds will determine largely the spirit in which 
our soldiers return from the war. j

Wlien the other war broke, suffragettes in England gave 
up their militancy for the duration, and labor unions fore¬ 
swore strikes. The war over, the liuiies got their votes 
and labor unions got privileges that have become vested 
rights. In Canada opponents of the liquor traffic increased 
theiF militancy. It would be shameful waste of a perfectly 
-good war if they did not take advantage of it to go over the 
top. They -were aided' by others willing to do anything 
that promised to help win the war. They gained their ob¬ 
jective and for several years this country, as well a* the 
United States, suffered from the experiment noble in pur¬ 
pose, until it was wiped out by a saddened and maddened 
electorate. ^ ' - 

« ~° ° 

-"Since this war started, sporadic efforts have been made 
to put it to the same use as the other. The promoters feel 
that it is hardly worth while having a war at all if it is 
allowed to pass without producing prohibition. But the 
public memory is not short enough to permit it. At a re¬ 
cent meeting at London, Ontario, the delegates bickered 
among themselves and one, a United Church clergyman at 
that, urged them to avoid dividing the people at this time 
over so contentious a subject. Agreement was reached 
however, on a song-book which it was hoped would throw 
into discard such suggestive songs as “Roll Out the Bar¬ 
ren’,’ and “There’s is a Tavern in Our Town.” 

By infiltration. Hitler was able to work his way gradu¬ 
ally into other countries but he can’t-do that in Eifgland. 
He has to barge in there. 

Has it ever been brought to Vichi attention that Walter • 
Darre, German Minister of Agriculture, said that the 
French eat too much anyway ? 

It is not that Germans may get American food sent to 
France that is disquieting. It is the prospect of some of it 
going to Pierre Laval. 

It appears necessary to acquaint American friends with 
the fact that it is eicster for them to get Canada than 
for us to get into the United States. They need no pass¬ 
port; we do. They get a premium on their money here; we 
get discount there. It is time that our government makes 
it difficult for us to get money to spend for pleasure in the 
United States, but that is because we are purchasing so 
much war material from that country that our money is 
needed to buy'American dollars. The curious thing is that, 
last year the influx of tourists from the United States fell 
off considerably because conditions of entry at the border 
were misunderstood. 

It must be reassuring to the have-not nations to learn 
that Hitler is still fighting in their behalf. 

The dictators were both strong on “timing," but the 
Duce slipped lately. When he took command in Albania he 
thought Greece would yield to German pressure and he 
and not any of his generals would get the credit. He timed 
the fall of France all right, but slipped on Greece. I 

, The official Bulletin from Madrid said results from the 
lend-lease bill or from the Roosevelt speech would not 
reach Europe in time. This must be rather discouraging 
news for Spaniards who were promised food in the Presi¬ 
dent’s speech. 

Hitler can act like a gentleman on occasion. Did you no- 
tio3 with what considerateness he told his people that 
Italy had been beaming the brunt of the war all winter and 
that it is up to them now to share the burden. It would 
have been so eaiy for him to say what he thinks but he did 
not do it, although the temptation was great. 

When the Finance Minister wrote B.C. suggesting it pay 
off or reduce a federal loan of thirty-four millions, Mr. 
Pattullo wrote Mr. King shying he cduld not do either and 
suggesting that he be not pressed.. We never had the 
courage to talk that way to a creditor. 

Judged by the ratio, of war expenditure to the national 
income Canada’s war effort exceeds that of any other do¬ 
minion. This proves something—'Whatever it may be. We 
are spending more, but a lot of it is in training mem who 
won’t get a chance to fight unless we lose the battle of 
Britain and the battle of the Atlantic. 

According to DeValera, Eire is independent and will de¬ 
fend herself against Britain or Germany, yet in the same 
speech he asks America for wheat and guns, although she 
has nojships to bring them, and the U.S. does not traverse 
war zones. For all she wants to import she must look to 
one of the belligerents to provide transport, and that one 
she treats as she does the other. The Premier’s request 
only shows to what extent Eire has always been dependent 
upon Britain’s ships and trade. 

Hon. Mr. Howe vows he will never foretell again, and an 
Irish acquaintance says he never could foretell a thing 
properly even after it happened. 

Germans in France tell the French people they were be¬ 
trayed by their politicians who were grafters, and urge 
them therefore to collaborate with their new German rul¬ 
ers. Some French politicians were hot only grafters but 
quislings, yet they were decent, honorable gentlemen when 
compared with the present masters of France. 

Irvin Cobb has written that if all the committees or 
commissions appointed to investigate this and that were 
laid end to end it would be a shame to disturb them. That 
eleven committee to deal with strikes in the U.S. will go 
into the category too unless the administration will act on 
its findings, for it has, no executive power of itself. With¬ 
out any investigation at all the executive could without 
any injustice rule out every CJ.O. strike as being of enemy 
origin. The Dies Committee has gleaned enough informa¬ 
tion already on that point. 

Hon. Dr. Mapion has been mentioned to succeed the late 
•John Hall Kelly as Canadian Minister to Eire. Bet he 
won’t get it. He has advocated that the use of certain Eire 
ports be restored to Britain during^he war and will there¬ 
fore not be acceptable to DeValent^ ^r the Irish Republi¬ 
cans whom DeValera fears.

alone had brought us to the verge 
of famine. Lord Woolton has warned 
that this danger will, grow, and is 
worse than in 1917. But I have seen 
the British go unflinchingly thrdugh 
bitter trials, and so far there is ample 
food for all. After seeing the way 
day bo'mbers have been hurled back, 
I believe our navy and air force will 
some way prevent this serious danger. 
“On the other side of the account is 
inoie than could be hoped for. First 
the stupendous achievement of the 
Greeks against the Italians, changing 
the whole outlook cn the Mediterran¬ 
ean. Then the perfect synchroniza¬ 
tion of British victories in Italian Af¬ 
rica. Only three months ago many 
people feared we might have to yield 
Fgypt to the Italians, and our suc¬ 
cesses have been all the mons glorious, 
coming after months of nightmare. 
Britiskhad grown heartily sick of the 
words retreat and evacuate. They 
needed, above all, a little success. 
They have had a big one. The threat 
to the Suez canal is cleared, and it is 
well within hope that the Italians^may 
be knocked clean out of the war. 

“On top of that comes the fact that 
by the end of 1941 the R.A.F. may be 
almost equal in strength to combined 
Axis air forces. Air bombing in our 
hands is a more powerful weapon than 
in German hands. The German people 
with dawning consciousness that they 
cannot win, will not stand up to air 
bombing as our people have. 

“And the last entry on the credit 
side is’the growing help we are receiv¬ 
ing from United States. The British 
people feel that they are going to win 
if United States supplies planes and 
guns quickly enough and it is clearily 
intimated -this will be the case. 

“We have graat ordeals before us, 
probably worse than those we-have 
survived, by something like a miracle 
in summer of 1940. But I am certain 
we are on the upgrade. The year 1941 
though it will not bring the end of the 
war, should bring -the decisive turn, 
and at the end we shall be able to see 
victory in the distance. There are 
dire days ahead, but I believe 1941 will 
take us past the worst. 

The Alberta government during the 
past five years, according to Mr. Fal¬ 
low, collected $24,277,802 as gas and 
license taxes from motorists, and on¬ 
ly spent on roads the sum of $21,699,- 
243, and that sum includes capital 
and income accounts, relief work and 
debt charges.
